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Newsletter #161: 

What’s New at Shanna Schmidt Numismatics Inc. 


Hello coin enthusiasts! Last week I didn’t write a newsletter because I was too busy 
trying to view both the NAC and Roma coins in London. Today in the mail arrived three 
huge catalogs from Leu Numismatik for their auction 6 and 7 (part I and II). Then the 
MDC Monaco catalog arrived which is another immense (and beautiful catalog) arrived. 
The Roma catalog arrived earlier in the week which was a good thing as I couldn’t bring 
myself to carry the copy back to Germany on the plane since it is as heavy as a newborn 
baby. Along with the three large Kiinker catalogs and the NAC sales it is rearing up to be 
a busy Fall auction season. I also learned on the flight back to Germany that Hess Divo 
had posted their sale on Sixbid. It also seems to have some good material. At the time of 
this writing the New York International Coin Fair has been cancelled. It was absolutely 
expected but I know many of us are very disappointed. Read below for the latest 
information. 


NAC 119 and 120 (6-7 October) 

The NAC sales are early next week so time is closing on submitting your bids to me. I 
had the luxury of viewing both sales and spending time at the lovely NAC offices and 
their library. What a great pleasure to be able to view the coins AND the references if you 
need them. The first catalog is focussed on a joint cooperation with the Jesus Vico firm 
out of Spain and NAC. It is a lovely selection of aurei starting with a irresistible aureus of 
Julius Caesar and the moneyer A. Hirtius. The type is very common but the rainbow 
toning is out of this world making this a knockout piece. The sale is focussed on a 
smaller group of the Roman empire ending in 169 AD with some coin of Lucius Verus. 
Many of the pedigrees show a connection to some of Spain’s top dealers like Kurt 
Spanier or of course Jesus Vico. It is a small but quality collection and if you are looking 
to fill holes then you might find something of interest. 

NAC 120 is a great group of coins, many with extensive pedigrees. There are some awe 
inspiring pieces that are unattainable to most of us common folk but nonetheless 
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impressive to handle. The Syracuse section starts with an archaic type (lot 263) and 
finishes over 50 lots later with a gold 60 litrae piece with an M&M 1978 pedigree. The 
depth of variation in Arethusa types is not typical of most auctions. There are plentiful 
die varieties of Syracuse types but most aren’t jam packed into one auction. Lot 421 is an 
exceedingly rare gold double daric of Seleucus I Nicator. There are just a handful of 
these coins known and only one in private hands. This coin carries a hefty estimate of 
350,000 CHF. Lot 471 is a remarkably high relief example of an early didrachm from the 
Roman Republic. It also boasts a pedigree from Mario Ratto in 1931. Lot 472, a 
quadrigatus from the Roman Republic is another impeccable example in an early silver 
denomination. Lot 619 is a beautiful type that doesn’t come along often. It has a 
beautiful sphinx on the reverse. The other popular sphinx type that I love is with 
Augustus on a cistophoric tetradrachm from an uncertain mint in Asia Minor. NAC120 
has beloved types from the Roman series and sometimes with multiple examples. I’m 
sure that there is something for most collectors in this auction.

CNG E478 (7 October) 

There are 902 coins in this upcoming esale. There are two collections that are promoted 
in the E478, the Benito and Grand Haven. The Benito collection has been featured in a 
few auctions of CNG thus far and the hammer prices have been strong. The collector had 
an eye for quality and it reflects in the material. Lot 697 I found very interesting. It is a 
French medal, not entirely valuable, but with a reverse that any Greek coin lover would 
enjoy. It has an Athena similar to those found on the coins of Thurium, with a skylla on 
the helmet. The iridescent toning is also extremely beautiful. CNG is beginning to break 
out into other areas such as medals, world orders, decorations and U.S. coinage. 


Obolos Web Auction 16 (11 October) 

Nomos is conducting their Obolos web auction 16 on October 11 with 1,390 coins. The 
first part is the second part of the “Vineyard Collection”. This collection is as it sounds, 
coins that are associated with grapes, wine and the god Dionysus. The collector bought 
from several well known auction houses and this is represented in the lots. The majority 
of the auction focuses on Greek coins but there is a large section of Roman provincial 
material. 


Roma XX (29 and 30 October) 

I’ve now had the opportunity to view almost the entire Roma XX sale and needless to 
say I was very impressed. There are some outstanding rarities and generally all around 
great coins on offer. If the auction market continues to be bullish then I would expect 
some record prices in this auction, particularly on the gold Eid Mar. I’ve noticed that 
Roma has an amazing selection of Syracuse tetradrachms on offer in this sale. As with 
NAC, there are a lot of incredible varieties that are now coming to market. Also 
noticeable are all the beautiful (and pedigreed!) Roman aurei available. All the auctions 
are offering numerous opportunities to purchase high end roman coins. Roma has, as 
usual, a large selection of early electrum on offer. There are so many coins that deserve 
mention but one that I am personally attracted to is lot 86, the Syracuse electrum stater 
with an obverse and reverse that are beyond beautiful. These coins always (and I mean 
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99.9% of the time) come with a large flan crack. This one has it too but not anything on 
the scale of what most have. It also has a nice 1970’s pedigree. There are so many other 
beauties in this sale that I’ll let you all decide for yourselves what is your favorite! I will 
be bidding live in this auction so please get in touch soon if you need representation. 


Cancellation of NY International Coin Fair (January 2021) 

We all pretty much expected that the NYINC would be cancelled. It is smack dab during 
cold/flu season and with COVID-19 not yet handled properly it really shouldn’t have 
happened. New York was affected early on by COVID-19 and I’m sure that most people 
aren’t rushing to get back there for a hugely popular and packed coin bourse. For the 
moment we need to be realistic about coin shows and when to have them. Now is not the 
time. I’m sure that 2022 will be a new start for coin shows and I will be the first one in 
the door. 


ANA National Money Show (Phoenix, March 2021) 

At the moment we are planning to hold the ANA NMS in Phoenix in March. The 
convention committee on which I serve is putting the plans together to hold a safe 
convention. This is subject to change however and we are attempting to give notice well 
ahead of time if it gets cancelled. A lot depends on COVID-19 vaccinations or efforts to 
control the severity of the illness. More to come on this in the next few months.
